At last actual arrangements have 


been made with a development com- 
pany whereby the quest for oil in the 
Charter Oak and San Dimarf territory 
•will begin in earnest. 


As the result of an interview with 


Major A. F. Judson of Los Angeles, the 
oldest geologist in California, with a 
nation-wide reputation f or., efficiency, it 
was learned that oil does exist in this 
section of i the state and all that is nec- 
essary is the nerve to make the venture 
to make the dreams of the ranchers 
come true. 


According to the major, oil is made 


or developed in the hills or anticlines, 
and gives that as the reason why the 
majority of the derricks are erected on 
those elevations. But although, accord- 
ing to the major, these hills or anti- 
clines are the original source of oil, yet 
it does not follow that it may not be 
found at lower elevations, for in accord- 
ance with the law of gravitation, 
streams of oil flow from these anti- 
clines arid form pools or pockets even 
in the lowest valleys. This has been 
the experience in all parts of the world, 
and we have notable examples of this 
trend in the Santa Fc oil field, which 
receives its supply from the hills north 
of it, Signal Hill, and Montebello, in 
accordance with the same law which 
makes water run down hill.

Charter Oak and San Dimas, and they

plant of La Puente Valley Walnut As- 
sociation to receive a bumper crop of 
nuts. The packing hottge is the largest 
of the kind in the world. The first nuts 
which were picked were of good quality 
but hard to hull owing to the hot-wea- 
ther that scorched the outside hull. On 
account of the sticking of these hulls 
it will be necessary for the growers to 
pay almost double the price originally 
sot for picking. The estimated yield this 
year for the La Puente Valley Walnut 
Association is about 3200 tons.

nut Growers' Association held in Los 
Angeles Tuesday the following prices 
for the nuts as prepared for shipment 
were set for this year: 
' •Diamond brand buds, 26 cents; Gold- 
en State buds, 22% cents; first class 
soft shells, 22% cents; second grade 
soft shells, 18 cents. It is possible that 
the Eureka brand and special grade 
nuts 'will bring 28 cents.

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State Board of Health Sees 


Answer to Sewer Problems 


The regular weekly luncheon meeting 


Of the chamber of commerce was held 
at Longworth 's, Tuesday noon, with the 
best attendance of directors since last 
Juno-. 


Unusual interest attached to the 


meeting from the presence of Mr. R. F. 
Goudey, the southern division engineer 
of the bureau of sanitary engineering 
of the California state board of health. 
Mr. Goudey's business is the solving of 
the sanitation problems' of any and all 
localities, and in line with this part of 
the work ho came to Covina Tuesday 
and was present at the meeting of the 
chamber. 


Mr. Goudey m.ade it very plain that 


the state would not countenance any 
infliction of nuisance, in any form or 
degree, upon one vicinity by another. 
But he also made it equally clear that 
modern scientific methods of sewage 
treatment are so efficacious that the 
worst of sewage is today rendered harm- 
less, inoffensive, and highly respectable. 
The activated sludge process is the thing 
that pulls the stinger out of the worst 
of sewage, and enables a densely popu- 
lated community to convert its most 
objectionable 
waste . into practically 


pure water, and with a small residue of 
perfectly odorless and inoffensive thin 
slop that has value and demand as fer- 
tilizer. 


In 1916 the state constructed at Fol- 


som penitentiary the first plant of this 
kind in the state, serving a population 
equal to that of Covina, and located in 
the very midst of the dense family of 
those wards of the state, with the resi- 
dence of the warden of the institution 
just across the street. This plant has 
worked perfectly. There has been no 
offense of any kind, and it is good for 
many years to come. Suitable concrete 
tanks receive the raw sewage, and sim- 
ple atmospheric air, under a pressure of 
about 
seven pounds, is forced 
up 


through it from the bottom. The sur- 
face water drawn off is from 95 to 98 
per cent pure, as clear and odorless as 
any water, and in fact, perfectly pure 
water save for a small percentage of 
nitrous matter carried by it. This can 
be removed by chlorination and filtra- 
tion, and perfect pure water produced, 
representing the major part of the sew- 
age. At intervals of one or two weeks

zer, and men at the Tuesday meeting 
put in a bid forthwith for all that the 
city plant will ever be able to turn out. 
A, point which Mr. Goudey emphasized 
is the fact that the water flowing from 
such a treatment plant is as stable, un- 
changeable, and free from decay as any 
other good water. It can be stored as 
long as any water, and longer than 
many waters that are commonly consid- 
ered good. 


Mr. Goudey was emphatic in his 


statement that the Covina city farm 
tract is ideal as a piece of ground to 
irrigate with the water that might thus 
be produced. He went on to name a 
number of cities in this part of the 
state that are making various 
sitions of their sewage. 


San Bernardino has a tract of land 


on which it farms its untreated sewage. 
This land is really overloaded with this 
for mof fertilizer, for the good of the 
land, but there is no nuisance. 


Colton runs its raw sewage upon a 


tract of sandy land near the town, with 
no resulting offense, although the sew- 
age is not even farmed. 


Pomona has a contract with the Dia- 


mond-Bar ranch whereby the latter 
takes its scwnge untreated. 
This is 


farmed in; no nuisance visible. 


Whittier has a small tract upon which 


it has been farming its sewage, but 
this is proving inadequate, and it is 
now putting in a Imhoff tank plant. 
The Imhoff tank process runs off a 
greatly modified water, but leaves a 
very large residue. At Whittier this 
run-off is taken awny by a drain. It is 
not expected on any hand that there 
will be any complaint of nuisance. The 
Imhoff tank is about as costly in con- 
struction as the activated sludge pro- 
cess, but it is very much cheaper to 
operate; however, the Imhoff tank has 
not been considered in Covina, as it is 
felt that this comnninity requires the 


process to be had. 


Ontario runs raw sewage onto the 


peach orchards below the town. There 
is a large acreage there upon which 
this discharge is lodged, and the soil 
is very sandy. There is no nuisance. 


Pasadena has maintained a sewer 


farm that has been an evident nuisance, 
because of the rather tight soil, and 
the lack of sufficient acreage. But this 
nuisance is soon to disappear, as Pasa- 
dena, South Pasadena and Alhambra are 
joining in a capable activated sludge 
plant, the installation of which, it is 
assured, will remove all offense. 


Glendale is installing an activated 


sludge plant. It is right at 'the upper 
end of one of the finest parts of the 
city, and between it and the new 100- 
acre Glendale city park, which is prom- 
ised to be a fine one. Nobody is fight- 
ing the location; on the other hand, one 
of the porgressive citizens of Glendale 
has asked that the plant be placed on 
his property. The Glendale people are 
assured that they will not be annoyed 
in any manner, and are perfectly satis- 
fied. 


Mr. Goudey says he can see no reason 


whatever why such odorless, crystal- 
clear water, carrying a bit of nitrogen 
in some form or other, should not be 
used to irrigate the tract of. land that 
the city now owns. The state is more 
than willing that this water be so used. 
The taking of land for the right of 


Proposes Business Usury Law, 


Limiting Profits of Corporations 
Dealing in Necessities of Life— 
Will Introduce Bill in Congress 


says, is perfectly feasible, and the 
whole proposition, in the view of the 
state board of health, is commendable 
and should be realized, since it will 
provide for Covina for all time, with no 
harm or offense or danger to anybody, 
in the city or out. This presupposes the 
construction and operation of the treat 
ment plant in the city. The only ob 
jection to the proximity of the plant? is 
some possible unsightliness, easily re 
moved by its architectural treatment 
and landscaping. It is quite possible 
that there are persons in Covina who 
are as public-spirited as the Glendale 
property owner who offered a site for 
the plant that city is building, and that 
a way may be found to dispose of the 
water from the plant that will please 
Covina and all her neighbors. 


By the way, the Glendale plant will 


be in operation in about a month, and 
can then afford a genuine .sample of 
operation.

Startling his hearers with the bold- 


ness of his plan, former Congress/nan 
"fharlcs H. Randall told the state labor 
convention at Long Beach on Tuesday 
^fternoon of his purpose to introduce in 
Congress, if reelected, a law to place a 
imit on the profits of every corpora- 
ion in the United States. This is his 
method of curing the age-old evil of 
jrofiteering in the necessities of life. 


"No one questions the sound policy," 


continued Mr. Randall before the con- 
vention, "of 
prohibiting the money 


Shylock from collecting usurious inter- 
est upon his loans, hence we have usury 
aws in every state.. 


'No one questions the wisdom and 


the necessity of laws which control the 
jrofits which ma^y be 'earned by. public 
service corporations, through the rate- 
making power. 
'' Then why should the giant corpora- 


;ions which distribute the necessities of 
ife, food, fuel, shelter and clothing, be 
permitted to rob the people through in- 
ordinate profits? 


Corporations are creatures of the 


state, and enjoying privileges granted 
by public authority. They are under 
some obligation to the power which cre- 
ated them. 


'Inasmuch as corporate interests con- 


trol both the buying and selling end of 
the necessities of life, the earning pow- 
er of corporate dollars should be limited 
by public authority to a reasonable 
amount. 
"Having this In mind I am in favor of 
and will introduce in congress, if re- 
elected, a bill to collect as a tax the ex- 
cessive profits of corporations doing 
business for profit. Under the provis- 
ions of the proposed bill the secretary of 
the treasury of the United States is 
made ex-officio corporation commission- 
er of the United States and the reports 
of corporations are to be filed with: 
him and the tax collected in much the 
same manner as the income tax is now 
determined and collected. The machin- 
ery of the secretary of the treasury for 
the collection of the income tax can be 
extended so as to include the necessary 
work in computing and determining this 
tax and collecting the same. Corpora- 
tions will be allowed a reasonable net 
profit annually, and that profit has been 
tentatively placed at 20 per cent in 
this proposed bill. This would mean 
that every corporate dollar actually in- 
vested in a corporate enterprise and 
used in the same would be permitted to 
earn 20 per cent and all stock paid for 
in full or par would be permitted to 
earn the 20 per cent dividend, but 
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stock issued for less than 
'

lividual does when he desires to ex- 
pand his business." 


Speaking further as to what in his 


opinion would be the revenue derived 
'rom such source, Mr. Randall said: 
'I do not know how much revenue this 
aill would produce if in operation, but 
aelieve that it might be as much as a 
million dollars the first year. This, of 
lourso, is based upon reports appearing 
in the newspapers where large corpora- 
tions, such as the sugar trust and the 
tobacco companies, have been paying 
dividends annually as high as 100 per 
cent on the entire capital stock, includ- 
ing the watered portion thereof." 


Mr. Randall further stated that in 


his opinion the differences of capital 
and labor could more easily be adjusted 
if this became a law for the reason 
that the tendency of corporations will 
be to pay excess profits to labor in in- 
creased wages rather than to the gov- 
ernment in taxes. 


"If this bill becomes a law," said 


Mr. Randall, "it will put all private in- 
dustrial corporations on a par with pub- 
lic service corporations, because the cor- 
poration commissioner would occupy to- 
ward the private corporations practi- 
cally the same position that the railroad 
commission of California and the inter- 
state commerce commission of the'U. S. 
now holds toward the public service cor- 
poration."

George Santayana, famous philoso- 


pher and writer, In an article written 
especially In the Forum on "America's 
Young Radicals," says: 
' "I have made a severe effort to dis- 
cover as well as I may from a dis- 
tance what these rebels want. I see 
what they 
are 
against—they 
are 


against everything—but what are they 
for? I have not been able to discover 
It. This may be due to my lack of un- 
derstanding or to their Incapacity to 
express themselves clearly, for their 
style Is something appalling. But per- 
haps this scandalous failure In expres- 
sion, when expression Is what they 
yearn for and demand at all costs, 
may be a symptom of something deep- 
er; of a radical mistake they have 
made In the direction of their efforts 
and aspirations. They think they need 
more freedom, more room, a chance to 
be more spontaneous. I suspect that 
they have had too much freedom, too 
ranch empty space, too much practice 
In being spontaneous when there was 
nothing in them to bubble out. Their 
style Is a sign of this; it Is not merely 
that they have no mastery of the Eng- 
lish language as hitherto spoken, no 
clear sense of the value of words, and 
no simplicity; that they are without 
the vocabulary or the idiom of culti- 
vated people. . . . No, it is not 
more freedom that young America 
needs in order to be happy; It needs 
more discipline."

ities are as good for them as for men. 
Women are already members of the 
Philippine Bar association, a privilege 
not open to British women. 


"Married women in the Philippines 


hold their property In severally, and 
are guardians of their own children. 
Of the property which accrues to a 
married couple, the wife la half ad- 
ministratrix and' there are vested 
rights which cannot-be-taken away. 
,lt,'is-HQt unusual for the mother of a 
family to have not only household 
leadership, but economic control."

First Farm Book. 


"A Boke of Husbandrye"—believed 


to be the first book on farming printed 
In England country—waa bought re- 
cently for a sum equal to about $1,600 
on behalf of the British museum at 
Sotheby's salesrooms. This book, so 
small that It could easily be slipped 
in the pocket, was printed in 1523 by 
one Richard Pynson. It waa written 
by Sir Anthony Fitzherbert of Nor- 
bury, Derbyshire, and Is in excellent 
condition, though colored with age. It 
Is bound In morocco.
